Dear Doug : 

This is in response to your letter of April 28, 2008, asking me to describe 
the events up to Oct. 28, 2003, that led to the abandonment of the docket referenced 
above. I am sorry that this is written in long hand, but I don't have a working printer 
connected to a working computer at this time. 

As you know, I am now retired for a number of years. As I was typing on my 
computer keyboard in 2003, which was resting on my lap, my home and office were 
struck by lightening. Most of my computer systems and communication equipment and 
other electronic equipment were damaged or destroyed by the lightening strike. Hie 
keyboard on my lap was destroyed, as well as parts of the computer it was attached to. 
The strike also burned out chargers, power supplies, satellite equipment, telephones and 
the backup system that was supposed to protect everything. 

I was sitting on a chair in my office, which has a rug covered concrete floor. 
While I did feel the lightening strike run up my legs and down my arms into the 
keyboard, I did not notice any physical damage to me. However, during a later physical, 
it was discovered that I have a heart abnormality that was not present at a physical a year 
earlier. I assume the lightening strike has something to do with the heart abnormality. In 
any event, it requires medications that has side effects which make it veiy difficult to 
continue my law practice. I have been retired ever since. 
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As for the above docket in particular, I have been unable to ascertain exactly what 
happened to cause abandonment. It is my assumptions that it was caused by the 
lightening strike, one way or another. My docketing records show that the relevant 
Office Action was not placed in that file. The file folder furthermore was still in 
numerical order by docket number, which indicates to me that the relevant Office Actions 
was not processed at all, as if it had not been received. Furthermore, I have not been able 
to locate the relevant Office Action. 

Perhaps the Office Action was not received. Perhaps it was received and 
misplaced before it could be docketed. In any event, there is no evidence that I have 
found so far that it was received. 

Since your management directed me in a 2004 letter to cease immediately all 
work on Yorktown matters, I have not made the search exhaustive. Please advise if you 
want me to search further.
